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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a reply to the Applicant's amendment submitted on 09/20/2004. According to this 
amendment, claims 1-20 are currently presented in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• An integrated circuit device including a delay-locked loop configured to support 
transition from a partial feedback loop lock condition to a full feedback loop lock condition 
during a start-up time interval, as called for in claim 1 ; or 

• An integrated circuit device including a delay-locked loop configured to support a jump 
from a partial clock cycle lock condition in a partial feedback loop to a two or more clock cycle 
lock condition in a full feedback loop that comprises the partial feedback loop, during a start-up 
time interval, as called for in claim 6; or 

• An integrated circuit device including a delay-locked loop configured to support a jump 
from half or full clock cycle locking of an auxiliary portion of a feedback loop to a two clock 
cycle locking of a full portion of the feedback loop during a start-up time interval, as called for in 
claim 17.
